G.S.B, 1916 |Esa. ComulSugar. —In exercise of the powers conferred (by sec¬ 
tion .3 ol the Essential Commodities Act, 1955, (10 of 1965) the Central Govern¬ 
ment hereby makes the following Order further to amend the Sugar (Control) 
Order, 1966, namely:— 

1 . This Order may be called the Sugar (Control) Amendment Order, 1969. 

2. In the Sugar (Control) Order, 1966 (hereinafter referred to as the said 
Order), in clause 2, sub-clauses (a) and (b) shall be relettered as sub-clauses (b) 
and (c) respectively and before the sub-clauses as so relettered, the following sub¬ 
clause shall he inserted, namely:— 

"(a) “Indian Sugar Standard Grades” means the grades represented by the 
standard sealed samples of sugar in bottles issued by the Director, 
National Sugar Institute, Kanpur, conforming to .the standards pres¬ 
cribed by the Indian Standards Institution." 
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3., Altar clause 0 of tiie said Order, the following clauaa shall he Inierted, 

‘7. flawer to refulata euallty of >iifar:— 

(a) The Central Govemment may prescribe the quality oi sugar in terms 

of Indian Sugar Standard Grades to which all or any kind of sugar 
should conform at the time of delivery in pursuance of the direction 
issued to a producer under clause (f) of sub-section (a) of section 3 
of the Sssential Commodities Act, 1965, or clause 5 of this Order. 

(b) When the Central Govemment Is of the opinion that any stock of sugar 

with any producer is below any of the Indian Sugar Standard Grades 
of sugar, it may direct the producer to reprocess the said stock with 
a view to conform to one or more of the Indian Sugar Standard 

Grhdes of sugar."
